The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the 
prior art fails to teach or render obvious the limitation of independent claims. The Applicant has 
claims a method and system of credit guarantee within two marketplaces. 

Independent claim 1 discloses a method of credit guarantee within two marketplaces. 

Independent claim 9 discloses system of credit guarantee within two marketplaces. 
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The following prior art references have been deemed most relevant to the allowed 
claim(s): 

The closest prior art Carothers (US Patent Publication 2002/00691 17) teaches peer-to 
peer electronic marketplace including member systems and a market administrator. The member 
system communicates directly with each other through the mobile agents and market 
administrator. Members remain anonymous in this system. 

The closest prior art Barrons (book Dictionary of Financial Terms) teaches an option as a 
well know financial instrument for trading future stocks. 

Claims 1-13 are allowed because Carothers and Barron references as discussed above as 
the Closest Prior art of record fails to teach or render obvious a method of providing a credit 
guarantee for a second marketplace where the buyers is not a member of the second 
marketplace.
